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PREFACE. 

The followmfi piges have been iitte .ded to sei've as 
a reading book for sansknl sttudencs learning the sixth 
standard in High schools. They contain 37 extracts 
taken from the wellknown works of some of the renou'ned 
standard Sanskrit writers, soch as Valmiki> Vyasa, Kali- 
das, Vishusarman &c. The extracts are intended to grva 
the student specimens of different styles and modes of 
thought and will be found to display a variety of forms, 
descriptive, moral, narrative, epic, dr.imittc 'etc. It has 
not been thought advisable to ID ike room in this number 
of any extracts from works like the Dasikunxaracharit, 
Megha-duta, (Jltnraramach tn't, etc. as they would be 
found difficult by the average student of the sixth 
standard in High Schools E.ich extract has an intelli- 
gible beginning and an end. the subject treated therem 
being given in English at the comTaencenient, and its 
source at the end. In selecting passages from different 
works I have had to abridge or condense them in several 
cases by leaving oat single voids or Jong compounds, 
or even several sentences or verses, where the omission 
could be made vrithoot iinpairing the beauty of the 
original or affecting the context. It was found necessary 
to do so to prevent the extracts from being needlessly 
long but in some cases even the passages so condensed 
became rather lengthy, and have, therefore, been divided 
into parts. 

The extracts have been divided info two Series each 
Series being expected to be read in ihe clars during one 
jear. ^n attempt has been made to arrange the extracts 
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tn each Series progressively, but the order may in some 
cases, have to be changed- in at subsequent edirion, if 
they be found to he too easy or didicult -A-here they are 
at present. The passages in prose and verse are aLmost 
alternate and tnisccllaneous -'vel^ei- have been added at 
tbe endbf each Scries,' being • fatended to be learnt by 
heart'by the student, 'and they may be read side by side 
With the preceding extracts'. Tbe miscellaneous verses 
at the erjd of the first Series have, with some b.TiissiOns, 
been taken from the Stddents Hand Book of Progressive 
Exercises, Part I, 'as they were found tc be of no great 
use to students in that book.' In adapting stories as in 
the acquisition Of friends (p. 12), how Oasaratha was 
Cursed (p. 46),:or tbe righteous King of Sibis (p. i2), 
1 have tried tb refain, as far as possiV^le the language of 
tbe 'original; making changes only where absolutely 
necessary. Word% and expressions, such as were con* 
sidered likely to present some dilEcoIty to the' averugs 
students, have been explained m tbe notes but mere 
words have not been .given, as Sanskrit English Diction* 
anes have now become available to iven the poorest. 
Thus the book is intended to Supply the want of a Sans- 
krit reading bcok hither-to felt by students learning the 
Sixth standard’ ifli 'High schools, and will, I hopc, give 
them - sonie familiarity with tlie styles and modes of 
thought of some-' of tbe most distieguished fSansknt 
writers. ■ ' '
